REARMING OF

Opposition to Turkey’s 
Move in Straits Voiced 
In Rome Wednesday 


ROME, April 23. — Turkey's 
move to re-arm the Dardanelles 
has aroused the opposition of 
Italy, informed sources disclosed 
last night. Italy, however, may 
eventually give her consent in 
principle but her fundamental 
opposition will, nevertheless 
continue. 

So far as Italy is concerned, the 
re-arming of the narrow link be- 
tween the Aegean and Black Seas 
is a vitai element in the complex 
situation involving not only the two 
countries but also the major states 
in Europe. 


DIPLOMATIC BASIS 

Italy's opposition is based on the 
diplomatic basis that the treaty of 
Lausanne providing for the disarm- 
ament of the straits was freely 
negotiated and signed by Turkey in 
1923, and therefore cannot be uni- 
laterally abrogated. However, there 
are these more concrete reasons: 

1—Between Italy and Turkey

GETTING “OFF” GOLD 

Paris—which keeps close track of such mat- 
ters—reports that Italy has lost $160,000,000 
worth of gold since it started fighting Abyssinia, 
about half the amount it had on hand when 
Mussolini's impulse to civilize the heathen be- 
came irrepressible, 

Which being the case, Il Duce may expect to 
be told--just as the Kaiser was told twenty-one 
years ago—that he had better stop the war and 
get his armies back home before the supply 
runs out. For, despite the obstinate refusal of 
the Kaiser to either quit fighting or go “broke,” 
there is nothing the “best minds” in inter- 
national finance refuse to believe more reso- 
lutely than that a country can keep going after 
it has run out of gold. 

Maybe that line of talk would frighten 
Mussolini into making peace on easy terms, but 
the chance is that it wouldn't. For one thing, 
he would have to bring an angry and resentful 
army back*to Italy—and history is strewn with 
precedents to show the danger of doing that. 
The war will go on, so far as money is con- 
cerned, if it takes all the gold in the treasury 
and all the I.0.U.’s anybody will take in pay- 
ment for goods. : 

Of course there will be an “aftermath” when 
the war is ended, with debts to pay and little 
to pay them with; there always is. But the 
disappearance of the gold will not make any 
difference in that respect, for the debts would 
not be paid in gold anyway. 

What is happening is that another country is 
putting itself off the gold standard, so far off 
it will never get back on, and will have to join 
the “managed currency” majority. That is some- 
thing the “gold block” might worry about.

The Passing Show 


By J. 8. COWPER 

T've been amused sometimes when an odd 
comment in this column, tinged with satirical 
humor, has backfired on me and left me clouded 
in a murk of indignant humorless protests. Over 
last week-end for the first time in my journal- 
istic career I realized the danger of using satire, 
even in its mildest forms. 
Realization came from read- 
ing Burton Rascoe’s sketch of 
Daniel Defoe in his “Titans of 
Literature.” 

Nowadays we think of 
Defoe as the author of that 
first and best great newspaper 
serial “Robinson Crusoe,” 
with his “Moll Flanders” 
known to a smaller and more 

; select circle. But in his day 
J.S. Cowper pefoe was a_ really great 
journalist, able to write with conviction on 
either side of a argument. His pen was sought 
by leaders of the rival political parties; princes 
feared his wit and enemies sought his life. 

Analysing Defoe’s misfortunes, there is no 
difficulty in seeing that they all came through 
fear in the hearts of dull literalists who mis- 
understood the humor of Defoe’s satire. A later 
generation might see through the sardonic 
“Modest Proposal” of Dean Swift to prevent the 
starvation of the peasantry of his native Ireland 
by slaughtering the milk-fed babies of the poor 
for table delicacies, and converting the surplus 
into sausages and puddings. When Defoe lam- 
pooned an Act of the Commons forbidding Non- 
conformists to hold meetings, burlesqueing 
High Church arguments by proposing that all 
Protestants and Catholics be caught and cruci- 
fied, that error be rooted out of the land for- 
ever, he so scared all parties that his arrest was 
ordered for sedition. He was lucky to escape 
with a term in prison and three sessions in the 
pillory. 

It would be a helpful thing if, in addition to 
interrogation and exclamation marks, our writ- 
ing symbols had signs that would signify to the 
obtuse and the humorless: “This 1s a joke,” or 
“This is meant by way of satire.” 


Prof. Carl Seashore, eminent psychologist, 
discovered in his investigation of music, that the 
sense of pitch and the sense of rhythm are 
born (or not born) in people and can neither 
be cultivated or enlarged. One can develop 
technique and tone, but Seashore’s experiments 
showed that pitch and rhythm defy develop- 
ment. For the benefit of parents wondering 
whether to spend money on the musical educa- 
tion of their children, Prof. Seashore has de- 
vised simple tests on phonograph records, If 
the youngsters have marked sense of pitch and 
rhythm they will repay the sacrifice; if they are 
devoid of these natural gifts, no amount of 
training can develop them 

The sense of humor is like the sense of pitch; 
either you have it or you haven't. If you havé 
it, you can’t help yourself; if you haven't got 
it, all attempts to help you see humor will only 
add to the hopelessness of the task. 

A friend tells of attending a lecture in Eng- 
land by a talented Labor M.P. on the subject 
“The Prince of Satirists.” He forgets the details 
of the lecture on Voltaire or Swift or whoever 
it was the lecturer considered the prince of 
satirists, but remembers the laugh that went up 
when the chairman at the close, in expressing 
the delight of the audience, said he had much 
enjoyed the lecture on Voltaire or Swift, or 
whoever it was, but regretted that the speaker 
had not dealt with the advertised subject, “The 
Prince of Satirists.” 

Defoe was not only the progenitor and para- 
gon of editorial writers, able to write editorials 
and pamphlets for Whig and Tory alike—like 
the late Ned Farren, who at one time espoused 
Tory politics in the Toronto Mail and Empire 
and replied to himself next morning in the 
editorial columns of the Liberal Toronto Globe 
with satisfaction to both party publishers—-but 
he was the first columnist. He syndicated his 
stuff for simultaneous publication in various 
cities in England, Scotland and Wales. He was 
a sort of Walter Winchell in his day, addicted 
to retailing small gossip about notables, thinly 
disguised under suggestive names, and inter- 
spersed with jokes and japeries. No wonder 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Robert 
Harley, when Defoe fell in his clutches, made a 
deal with him for the support of Defoe’s pen in 
return for liberty and patronage. Between 
them, Harley and Defoe worked out the scheme 
for the South Sea Company, which wiped out 
the public debt. Its success was so great that 
it developed an era of speculation. The profit- 
able and legitimate South Sea Company finally 
blew up with the bursting of the South Sea 
Bubble 

Not many people in Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s day 
knew that Sir Wilfrid availed himself of Ned 
Farren's gift for seeing both sides of a question. 
Wherever there was trouble in the party at some 
place remote from Ottawa, and Sir Wilfrid was 
unable to decide between conflicting reports of 
rival feudists, Ned Farren would appear on the 
scene. He did nothing but sit around for a few 
wecks with an open ear. After Ned returned to 
Ottawa, Sir Wilfrid made his decisions—and he 
was invariably right. 

As a boy I was raised on “Robinson Crusoe.” 
That early mental hunger now finds satisfaction 
in the little Paradise Island with its coves and 
trees, goats and fish, deer and fruit, clams and 
walnuts and sense of independence. Defoe had 
read Captain Rogers’ account of the adventures 
of Alexander Selkirk, for four years marooned 
on Juan Fernandez, and saw his chance to 
novelize a story from it. He must have reeled 
off “Robinson Crusoe” in great haste and with- 
out reading for inconsistencies

Noise Wastes Nervous Energy 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


One can waste an amazing amount of ner- 
vous energy by listening either consciously or 
unconsciously to distracting or inharmonious 
sounds. This becomes very apparent in a ner- 
vous individual where the least grating or irri- 
tating sound will almost drive him to distraction. 

Sound exerts a most pro- 
found effect upon the em- 
otions. Anyone can detect a 
vast difference between a 
mother’s crooning lullaby and 
the stimulating effect of war- 
time music. We do not pay 
enough attention to the harm- 
ful effett of unnecessary 
noise and clatter. 

It has been determined by 
scientific experiment that 
loud sounds are one of the 
few things which will arouse fear in a new- 
born baby, and even though we are grown up, 
it is quite possible that unexpected sounds arouse 
a fear reaction within the body, even though 
we are not conscious of it. j : 

It has also been determined by experiment 
that continuous noises create fatigue and reduce 
efficiency. In the larger cities, noise is a dis- 
tinct problem because of the concentration of 
industry and commerce. Many office buildings 
are being constructed with sound-proof walls 
and windows, especially in the offices of busi- 
ness executives or creative thinkers where it is 
important that the mental operation be un- 
hampered. . 

The after affects of a violent sound may re- 
main for a long time, even after the attention 
has returned to normal. When the fear re- 
action has once been aroused, even for an in- 
stant, the digestive process may be slowed up 
for hours. 

Much unnecessary noise can be avoided by 
the use of thick rugs, felt pads, and draperies. 
You have undoubtedly noticed how sounds are 
magnified in an empty house. This is probably 
the reason that deserted houses often acquire 
the reputation of being haunted. The least 
sound is reflected from wall to wall instead of 
being absorbed by furniture or draperies. 

We know how readily fatigue will weaken 
the body’s resistance, making it susceptible to 
any disease epidemic which comes along. Since 
inharmonious sounds generate fatigue so read- 
ily, it is important that all people, and especially 
sick ones, be guarded against unnecessarily 
loud or discordant nolses. 

It is valuable for everyone to rest the mind 
a few minutes each day by seeking complete 
silence, which restores a calmness to the mind 
that is often of great value in solving difficult 
problems. 

Very often it will be found that those suf- 
fering from inability to sleep are actually kept 
awake by noises occurring in the immediate 
neighborhood. In such cases, the light sleeper 
will benefit by moving to a quieter locality. 

I strongly urge that each one of you do your 
part to cut down on needless noise. Have enough 
consideration to keep your radio tuned low 
enough so that you do not disturb others, and 
avoid unnecessarily blowing your horn on your 
automobile. Remember, needless noise is a 
great waster of human energy.

As he has consulted 
a doctor, who is familiar with his case through 
personal examination, I suggest that he follow 
his physician's advice as to treatment.

On this date in 1842 the then 
governor general of the Province 
of Canada, Sir Charles Bagot. laid 
the foundation stone of King's 
college “near Toronto,” and there- 
by laid the -foundation for the 
present University of Toronto. 
Early in the morning there was a 
service at St. James cathedral, 
attended by the St. George's So- 
ciety, who thus honored the feast 
of their patron saint, and who 
had as guests members of the 
Sons of St. Andrew and the Sons 
of-St. Patrick. Then they pro- 
ceeded to Upper Canada College, 
then down town on King street, 
Toronto, where a procession was

The Mail Bag 


A BRIEF REVIEW 
Editor, Bulletin: Let me review 
briefly the islation passed at 
the recent s n of the Alberta 


Legislature, particularly as it re- 
flects on the lives and condition 
of those of us who actually t 


and make our living on the 
farms of this province. At the 
outset may I state that I am not 


a Social Crediter. I am a believer 
in the philosophy that the eman- 
cipation of mankind from oul 
present economic system known 
as capitalism can only be at- 
tained through socialization. I 


want my Social Credit friends to | 


realize that I believe them to be 
sincere in their desires to help 
human. ty I ask them in return 
to credit me with a like sincerity 


when I may at times criticize 
from a different viewpoint, al- 
w I hope constructively. Tol- 


er e of opposing viewpoint is 
something which we must make 
our objective. Intolerance, some- 
thing which we must stamp out 
and cast aside. 

One of the most vital acts of 
legislation insofar as the farmers 
are concerned was the repeal of 
the Agricultural Stabilization act 
To many people this is only a 
name. Briefly let us see what it 
means. The former government 
at the instance of the farmer 
organization gave us this act to 
as it were, put some teeth in the 
Debt Adjusiment Act. We need- 
ed protection from foreclosure, 
We wanted to stay on the farms 
which many of us had homestead- 
ed, We had put in the best years 
of our life on those farms. We 
could not meet our obligations, If 
wholesale seizures were made, we 
simply could not carry on, Recog- 
nizing this, provision was made 
in the Stabilization Act to the end 
that out of the current crop 
enough should be retained for 
reasonable living expense until 
the next crop matured, Is that 
not better than going on relief? 
Further that cost of production 
should elso be provided for Is 
that not reasonable. That pro- 
tection is gone with the repeal of 
the Act. The question that is in 
my mind is do we see here the 
hand of the mortgage companies, 

Let us now take up the Social 
Service Tax Frankly this is 
just another name for the Sup- 
plementary Revenue Tax increas- 
ed 50 per cent. It has been recog- 
nized by many that this tax bore 
more heavily on our rural than 
our urban residents. Some author- 
ities who have made a study of 


taxation in this province have es- 
timated that the proportion on a 
per capita basis was city 29 cents, 
town 60 cents, rural $1.30. I come 
mend the Government on taking 
greater responsibility for the 
treatment of tuberculosis and 
Mothers’ allowances but despite 
that I submit that the net result 
will be greater taxation for our 
farmers to bear, as compared with 
urban residents. 

What about fhe Sales Tax? The 
farmer as a class or group in our 
economic system is one of our 
large, if indeed not the largest, 
consumer in the community. For 
this reason a sales tax bears par- 
ticularly heavy on him and will 
very likely compel him to sub- 
stantially increase his purchases 
from mail order houses outside of 
the province not subject to tax. 

Another item of importance to 
us is the extension of the fuel oil 
tax to fuels not taxable before 
This is really a tax on an effort to 
produce wealth. It will not affect 
our city people only in the case 
of a few operators of diesel en- 


gines. It is contended that ad- 
ministrative regulations to the 
effect that rebates be made at 


time of purchase (I commend the 
government if this is done) will 
offset the extension of the tax 
Practical farm experience denies 
the possibility of this contention 
I understand seed, feed, and 
fuel oil relief will be partially 
financed by the mortgage com- 
panies. The former government 
took what I believe to be the 
right attitude in recognizing that 
this relief was a direct responsi- 
bility of the State. The present 
arrangement merely tightens the 


hold these companies already 
have on our debt ridden farm 
people. They have experimented 
with this method in Saskatche- 
wan. I wonder if the farmers 
down there are very much in 


favor of it. I think investigation 
will show that they are not, 

In regard to yearly drivers 
licenses, I might point out that if 
a car is to be of value on the farm 
every .member of the family 
should be able to drive it. This 
even more so than is the case in 
the city. Many of our farmers 
cannot afford to purchase a 
license for all members of their 
family, They will have on many 
occasions to take a chance, which 
will result in many instances in 
arrest and fines. This is not de- 
sirable

Anthracite In World Quantity 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


National commerce in world volume is based on great coal 
deposits—but the coal has to be handled on a national public ut- 
ility basis. Canada is the only nation in the world possessing great 
underground stores of coal, and restricting the handling of coal 
to retail volume, with middlemen and retailers adding double costs 
before the consumer can get coal. Britain has its entire coal pro- 
duction on a public utility basis; so has Germany, Poland and 
Russia. The United States is coming into line with the Guffey Act. 


Canada takes another precaution against adding to wealth by 
coal commerce in the form of a prohibitive rail rate from the 
mountain coal fields to tidewater at Pacific ports which are open 
for twelve months in the year. The one hundred million dollars 
tied up in the Canadian National division to Prince Rupert, is kept 
dormant so far as coal commerce is concerned by freight rates 
which are to some extent higher than the value of the coal at tide- 
water. The railway gets no business and the taxpayers have to 
meet the loss. Good coal at Prince Rupert sold at anything under 
five dollars per long ton would have a preferred place in the 
Pacific Coast coal market from Alaska to the Straits of Magellan 
As a matter of cold blooded business the railway would g«t more 
money in aggregate traffic by hauling the coal to tidewater for 
one dollar per long ton and getting its profits from community 
traffic created by prosperity of the coal mining commutities and 
the seaports. 


When it comes to Anthracite the Canadian policy is still more 
direct, by taking no steps to mine Anthracite at all.
